Declaring that by a majority of 
more than 10,000 the voters of the 
13th district had on July 28 repudiat­ 
ed their present congressman, Sam B. 
Spence of Wichita Falls ispoke to a 
crowd of Knox county citizens Wed­ 
nesday night. 
“Even in his home county the in­ 
cumbent was able to get but a slim 
majority of Sol votes over me in the 
first primary,'’ Spence asserted.

The records further show that, based 
on the evidence submitted, together with the /"official records of the 
War Department, a decision was rendered October 26, 1921. wherein 
it was held that tin* disabilities from which Mr. Davenport was 
st.’f- 
fering were incurred in service during such war. 
He tats been paid 
varying amounts from that date until the present time. 
Tile 
original 
payments were tinder the War Risk Insurance Aet w hielt 
likewise, 
was amended several times, and subsequently under the World War 
Veterans Aet which, 
likewise, was amended on several Occasions. 
Thereafter payments were authorized under Public No. 2 and Public 
No. TH of tin* 73rd Congress, such legislation being generally known as 
the Economy Act, and thereafter nuder the provisions of Title III, 
Public No. 141, 73rl Congress passed March 28, 1934. 


As the several laws were enacted, this office reviewed the claim 
of Mr. Davenport to 
determine his entitlement thereunder, aud oh 
cedi occasion a decision was rendered confirming the previous de­ 
cision to the effect that his disabilities were incurred iii the service 
and that he was entitled to compensation. 
His ease was most recently 
reviewed oil February 6. 1934, and all previous decisions were eon- 
finned.

When the immortal Woodrow Wilson, 
as President of the United States, sounded 
the call to the young* manhood of America to 
rally in the defense of the American Flag.

It has been a matter 
of common knowledge for a number of years 
in this county that Arnold Davenport was 
honorably discharged from the service with 
a physical disability that will follow him 
through life, for which the United States 
Government has been making compensation. 
This disability was admitted by the phy­ 
s ic a l and surgeons of the United States 
Government anc! his case has been reviewed 
by them twice yearly since the war and only 
recently they have recommended, and the 
Government has granted to this man, an in­ 
crease in his compensation because of his 
physical handicaps. 
Physically unfit for 
manual labor Arnold Davenport is eminent­ 
ly qualified and capable of serving as Judge 
of this County. 


This Nation was at war with Spain in 
1898 and 110 Wise County boys answered 
the call. L. D. Kirkpatrick was of military 
age then; yet we fail to find his name listed 
as a volunteer, hundreds of Wise County 
men of all ages answered the call to colors in 
1917, yet L. 1). Kirkpatrick’s name does not 
appear among the list, he being riding the 
wave of wartime prosperity as a prominent 
banker at that time. Incidentally, if he cor­ 
rectly recommends his abilities as a financier 
and 'business man, why is his former bank­ 
ing institution almost a forgotten 
thing 
when his competitor bank is thriving and in 
sound condition at this time? WHY?
